REGULAR MEETING OF THE CALEDONIA CITY COUNCIL

Monday, August 8, 2016

CALL TO ORDER: Following due call and notice thereof, Mayor Gran called the meeting to order at
6:00 p.m. in the Council Room of City Hall.

PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE: Mayor Gran led the Council, City staff, and visitors in stating the Pledge
of Allegiance.

ROLL CALL: Council members present: Mayor Joshua Gran, Robert Burns, Paul Fisch, Robert Lemke,
and DeWayne Schroeder. City staff present: Adam Swann, clerk-administrator. Visitor(s) present: Dianne
Hammel, Caledonia Argus; Gerald Krause.

AGENDA: Councilmember Burns requested that the Council add the following item to the agenda: audio
recording Council meetings. Member Fisch moved to approve the agenda with the amendment requested
by Member Burns; the motion was seconded by Member Lemke. All members present voted in favor to
approve the agenda with the amendment.

CONSENT AGENDA APPROVAL: Member Fisch moved to approve the consent agenda. Member
Lemke seconded the motion. The motion was approved 4-1, with Member Burns voting no. The consent
agenda comprised the following items:
a. Approval of minutes for July 25, 2016 regular meeting
b. Approval of application from American Legion Post 249 to hold gambling activity on
August 18, 2016 through August 21, 2016
c. Approval of application from MAAD Alley, LLC for license to sell soft drinks
d. Approval of application from MAAD Alley, LLC for license to operate bowling alley
e. Approval of application from MAAD Alley, LLC for on-sale intoxicating liquor license
and Sunday liquor license; approval of request to pro-rate fee for liquor license
f. Approval of Janell Torgerson as Precinct 1 election judge for Aug. 9 primary election
g. Approval of Barbara Jacobson as Precinct 2 election judge for Aug. 9 primary election

PUBLIC COMMENT: None.

PRESENTATIONS:

a. Gerald Krause: Krause addressed Council about a proposed pressure sewer extension
agreement with the City, pursuant to which he and his wife would pay the City the costs of constructing a
sewer extension to their property across Highway 44/76.

CLERK-ADMINISTRATOR:

a. Updates: Swann reported that Tactacam, LLC had received authorization from the MN
Department of Employment and Economic Development to start hiring employees as of August 1, 2016
as part of Tactacam’s application for an $80,000 loan from the Minnesota Investment Foundation. Swann
also updated Council on the status of the location of the little free library, the City’s agreement with
Municode for City Code services, a Safe Routes to Schools meeting, repair of the Municipal Auditorium,
and cleaning of the City water towers.

b. Pool discussion: Swann reported that the drop slide planned by USAquatics for the pool had a
7’ entry height; Swann further reported that the City could purchase a larger slide with a 10°6” entry
height from a different manufacturer, Natural Structures, but the cost would be higher. Council discussed
whether to install a larger slide and whether the slide should be a pool slide or a drop slide. Council
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discussed how the larger drop slide would require moving the diving board to the other side of the pool
and putting it in the location previously designed for a climbing wall, which would eliminate the
possibility of a future climbing wall. Member Fisch moved to approve installing a 10’6 pool slide for an
amount not to exceed $25,000, which would not only provide the City with a taller slide and might also
preserve the space for a future climbing wall; Member Fisch further moved that if installing the 10’6 pool
slide could not be done without moving the diving board, the City should install the 10’6 drop slide.
Member Lemke seconded the motion. The motion passed 4-1, with Mayor Gran voting no.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: None.

NEW BUSINESS:

a. Appointment of EDA Board of Commissioners: Mayor Gran reported that advertisements had
been placed in the Caledonia Argus inviting members of the community interested in serving on the board
to send him a letter of interest, but he had received no such letters. As such, Mayor Gran recommended
reappointing Craig Schroeder and Harley Meiners to the EDA Board of Commissioners through
December 31, 2021, and Mayor Gran recommended appointing Francis Myhre to the EDA Board of
Commissioners through December 31, 2016—which was the remainder of the term of the seat vacated by
Kathy Nelson. Member Fisch moved to approve the reappointments and appointment, and Member
Burns second the motion. All members present voted in favor of the motion, and the motion passed 5-0.

b. Review of City’s respectful workplace policy: Mayor Gran proposed revising the City’s
respectful workplace policy to allow City employees and City officials to carry firearms on City property
if they had the proper permits. Council reviewed the respectful workplace policy and discussed the
implications of doing so, including insurance costs. No further action was taken by the Council.

c. Review of proposed pressure sewer extension agreement with Gerry and Nancy Kraus: Council
reviewed a proposed pressure sewer extension agreement between the City and Mr. and Mrs. Kraus,
pursuant to which Mr. and Mrs. Kraus would pay the City the costs of constructing a sewer extension to
their property across Highway 44/76—at address 304 State 44/76 S—and pursuant to which surrounding
property owners would have to reimburse Mr. and Mrs. Kraus a portion of the construction costs if the
property owners wanted to connect to the pressure sewer extension in future. Member Burns moved to
approve the agreement. Member Fisch seconded the motion. All members present voted in favor of the
motion, and the motion passed.

d. Statute of search for full-time ambulance director: Mayor Gran and Member Fisch reported on
the four interviews they conducted on August 3, 2016 for the position of full-time ambulance director.
Mayor Gran and Member Fisch, members of the Council’s General Government Committee, both
recommended that the Council offer the position to Michael Tornstrom. Clerk-Administrator Swann, who
also participated in the interviews, supported their recommendation. Member Fisch moved to offer the
position to Michael Tornstrom for an initial salary of $58,500, which would increase to $60,000 if
Tornstrom received a satisfactory review after six months. Member Burns seconded the motion and
requested a roll call vote. Voting YES: Members Burns, Fisch, and Schroeder. Voting NO: Member
Lemke and Mayor Gran. The motion passed 3-2.

e. Overtime report:  Council reviewed the overtime report for City employees for the pay period
July 18-31, 2016. No further action was taken by the Council.
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f. Prepaid claims: Council reviewed the prepaid claims for the period July 13, 2016 through August
5, 2016. Member Fisch moved to approve the prepaid claims listed below. The motion was seconded by
Member Lemke. All members present voted in favor of the motion, and the motion passed.
